Report Waits 
Confirmation 
By Governors 

By GLENNA LYMBURNER 
McGill University will pro- 
ceed with tlie construction of a 
25 million volt cyclotron, or 
"atom-smasher" as soon as a 
permit is received -from Ottawa 
according to an unconfirmed re- 
port printed in The Montreal 
Daily Star last night. No offi- 
cial word to this effect has as 
yet been received from Univer- 
sity authorities, but it is rumor- 
ed that a release on the project, 
which was first announced last 
November, may be forthcoming 
after the meeting of the Board 
of Governors tomorrow after- 
noon. 

Dr. J. S. Foster was recalled to 
the University late last year from 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology in order that he might direct 
and plan preparation for the pro- 
ject, which will be housed in a 
new buildlne. and will include a ra- 
diation laboratory. 

-Aceording to the Star's report, 
the building will be erected' imme- 
diately 'north of the Biological 
buildings," o'n the site of the' Green 
Houses, which would be torn down. 

The cyclotron Itself was Invented 
as a purely scientific instrument 
by Professor . Ernest Lawrence of 
the University of California in 
1932. Its function is to probe the 
constitution and structure of mat- 
ter. Some McGlU men went to Cali- 
fornia to study Dr. Lawrence's In- 
strument before the war, and one 
of the graduates of the Physics De- 
partment, Dr. R. L. Thorton, has 
been : responsible for the construc- 
tion of what is regarded as the best 
cyclotron at present In operation 
at St. Louis Missouri. 

A Macdonald Professor of Phy' 
sics, a fellow of the Royal Society 
(London) and of the Royal Society 
ot Canada, Dr. Foster and. many 
McGill pljysidsts have been great- 
ly interested In this particular 
branch of Science. The late Lord 
Rutherford was the first to explain 
the disintegration of radium and 
other radio-active elements and 
these fundamental researches were 
commenced and carrle^ ori by him 
at McGill University between 1B98 
and 1S07. Thus it can be said , that 
Rutherford, at McGill,' laid one of 
the main foundatlQns ot nuclear 
research.

New York Author Says 
Freedom of Thought 
Must Be Maintained 



"There is something more fright- 
ening than the atomic bomb which 
In itself had element of hope," de 
clared Morrli 'Ernst, New York 
Corporation lawyer and author, at 
the Montreal People's Forum yes- 
terday evening." This Is the re- 
strictive barrier against the free 
flow of Ideas in the fields of litera- 
ture, radio and motion pictures." 

"The freedom of thought must 
not be valued more than the criti- 
cism and conflict of ideas must t>e 
encouraged rather than as at pres- 
ent suppressed. The free conunu* 
nication of ideas Is the only insight 
to the soul and the mind of man 
and, "continued Mr. Ernst, "one 
must never be afraid ot new ideu 
since the truth is never certain." 

Answering 'the tiUe 'question, 
••Who Keeps America'». Cons- 
cience?" Mr. Ernst first traced the 
evolution of the communication of 
ideas from the 'beginnings of the 
human race, from the imitation of 
life— the' first art on the cave walls 
to the more easily transmitted 
parchment, from the' manuscript to 
the printing press, from the spread 
ot literacy to^the existence of the

Mrs. Roosevelt Says 

Boston, Mass., November 12. — 
(Exchange) — Mrs'. Franklin De- 
lano Roosevelt, in an Interview to 
the Boston University News, ad- 
vised students to "get all the prac- 
tical education they possibly could, 
to give them adequate background 
to become the future voters of the 
country." 

The former first lady of the Unit- 
ed States stated that college stu- 
dents would eventually become 
leading figures of the nation, and 
that the student ought to prepare 
for his duties as an adult citizen by 
partlclpting in city organizations as 
well as by closely observing poli- 
tical events. 

The importance of college news- 
papers was emphasized by Mrs.

In his address Dr. Laviolette is 
expected to cover the main points 
and historical background of the 
question briefly, after which the 
meeting will be thrown open to the 
floor for questions.

College. SPIRIT 



Canadiai/ Campus comes back with an emphatic, "NO" this week 
in answer to the charge that School Spirit has forgotten its manners 
during its six-years retirement and threatens to become vandallsA. Two 
columns ago Canadian Campus reported Intercollegiate Sport is back; 
back with all the trimmings, song's, yells, parties and school spirit, but 
a school spirit which in some cases forgot the limits ot good state. "How 
far should school spirit go," the Canadian Universities were asked, "and 
when does it become vandalism?" Here is the answer. 

From east to west university students agree that limits must be set 
to manifestations of school spirit Student demonstrations of college 
loyaUy, no matter how enthusiastic, must not extend to the destruction 
of property. Wheri this happens, all reports agree that school spirit is 
no longer schools spirit but has become vandalism. Everyone has a good 
word to say for school spirit as such: it is an indispensible part of college 
life. The University of Montreal says, "It is the base on which student 
activlUes are built" ' , , ' vvV- ' 

"School spirit," says the University ot Monltob'a, "should go Just so 
far and no farther. When demonstrations cause damage to property, and 
annoyance to bystanders they should cease, because while still school 
spirit It becomes a reflection on the school. There Is a time and place for 
everything. Students have every right to pride in the institution they 
attend, but fences pulled down and a defenceless public kept from sleep, 
there school spirit should stop." 

The University of New Brunswick reports, "UNB, like many uni- 
versities, has a particular arch-rival, and we consider burning the effigy 
of Mount Allison, snake dances, torch parades sufficient demonstration 
of our defiance. There Is no genuine hard feeling or thought ot vandalism 
or violence. As a matter of fact we like our enemy." 

College loyalty has a claim on the student and, "In the case ot some- 
one slandering, his .college: a student should be prepared to fight to 
defend it; 1>ut:. to destroy property Is going a little too far," comes from 
Mount Allison University. Tbey. add: ^"College si>lrlt absolutely should 
fîot run to vandalism, when it does It becomes dangerous and destructive 
rather than something of which a college should be proud." 

"Vandalism may be a mistaken idea of spirit and an excuse for row- 
dincss," according to Queen's University, "and has no connection with 
true school spirit." 

Student opinion agrées with the view that vandalism is usually the 
work of an irresponsible few who have no real school spirit. As McGIli 
University observes, "vandalism is a love ot destruction for destruction's 
sake, in it there is no thought of school, spirit of school, or pride in school. 

A McGill freshman gave the final word on the subject. When asked 
his opinion, he hugged the female questioner, and said, "That is school 
spirit,, anymore would be vandalism.^ ...

Japanese Problem 

Committee Is Set Up 
At UBC to Consider 
Government Proposals 

Vancouver, Nov. 12.— (CUP)— The 
executive of the S.C.M. at the Uni- 
varsity of British Columbia has set 
up a committee to consider the 
proposals being made to the gov- 
ernment in connection with the 
treatment of Canadians of Japan- 
ese origin. 

'The~Nati6nârstudent ChrisUan 
Movement has endorsed a brief 
which urges that the policy of dis- 
persion of the Japonese-Conadlans, 
which was announced by the Prime 
Minister in August, 1044, be imple- 
mented by making it possible for 
them to locate themselves with sec- 
urity throughout Canada and to take 
up suitable lines of work, owning 
their o^ property. 

Also urged . In the brief is that 
the government consider the con- 
ditions of perplexity and despair, 
and of the prospects of immediate 
Insecurity In Canada, under which 
many Japanese-Canadians expressed 
the wish to be sent to Japan; and 
that the government refrain from 
expatriating on that basis Canodlon 
citizens who now declare their de- 
sire to remain in Canada. 
Toronto's movement in asking that 
the removal of the Japanese from 
Canada be more carefully consid- 
ered liefore such 'action Is taken

Batavia— British troops, support- 
ed by fire from, warships and 
RAJ*, planes, have wrested con- 
trol ot half ot Soerabaja from an 
estimated 120,000 well-armed In> 
doneslan Nationalists, It was re* 
ported today.

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Through Other Eyes ... 

This editorial, reprinted from The Bruns- 
wickan, gives us an opportunity to do some 
thinking with regard to the Canadian-Japanete 
students. Pending the action to be formed by our 
own Students' Executive Council we will do well 
to study the situation carefully. It is a serious 
matter which cannot be stressed too strongly, 
and every side of the question, including the 
action which the Universities will take in this 
matter, is worthy of our attetUion. 

After reacting to the clmllengc handed to us 
by McGili in such a way as to involve the barest 
minimum of time spent and thought energy 
used, the students of U.N.B. have been given 
another opportunity to take a stand on a prob- 
lem of nation-wide importance. This problem, 
namely tiiat of the responsibility of the univer- 
sities in the matter of the discrimination being 
made against Japanese Canadian students, is 
one that is right here in Canada, not in some 
country in another continent. Perhaps our minds 
are hot too narrow to grasp the significance of 
this. Of course the easy way out would be to 
bury our heads in the sand of our more or less 
inconsequential questions, and to ignore the 
whole situation. This is what several nations of 
the world did during the thirties while the Fas- 
cist states were rearming in front of their very 
eyes. We paid for it. 

Here in Canada today we have a situation 
whicli, although it is not comparable^, scale or 
immediate effects to the spread of ^scist' ideol- 
ogies and 'their subsequent rampage in a bid for 
world dominance, is one tliat is n definite affront 
to our acknowledged principles of democracy and 
Christianity. Wc have among us a small minority 
group of a particular race of people, that is, the 
Japanese. When the war broke out, the Japan 
ese on the western coast and inland were forced 
to move to relocation camps in the central prov- 
inces. This action, justified as a security meas- 
ure, cannot, on the surface bo condemned. But 
the subsequent action of the government can 
The Japanese in these camps, who included both 
Nippon-born and Canadian-born Japanese, were 
realizing the implications in such a move on the 
part of the University authorities, protested 
strongly against it. Here in our University no 
such action has been taken. But this docs not 
free us from the responsibility as members of 
the community of Canadian University students 
to make our feelings known on the matter and 
to take a stand. 

Students of U.N.B. can avail themselves of 
this chance to find o\it about this problem and 
by taking action on it can justify their claim to 
be the potentiol citizens of a progressive démo- 
cratie Canada. 

given the choice of returning to Japan and tak' 
ing up residence thçre, or of remaining in Can- 
ada. The onlj^^teh^^to the offer wa^ the fact 
tliat if they remained in Canada their rights as 
citizens were to be so severely curtailed that life 
in Canada would be undoarable. What choice 
could they make? A very large majority signed 
away their right to live in Canada and indicated 
their desire to go to Japan. 

There have been several powerful and influ- 
ential bodies of citizens in Canada who have 
proclaimed their marked disapproval of the 
methods used and have sent to Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King signed petitions asking that 
the present restrictions on Japanese-Canadian 
citizenship rights be lifted, at least in largo dc- 
' grée, and that those who signed away tbeir 
. homes in Canada be given a second opportunity 
to make, a decision. ^ 

In several Canadian Universities tlic rov- 
erning boarcis have discriminated against Jap- 
anese-Canadian students to the extent of refus- 
ing to allow them to enter courses in the Uni- 
' yeraity. Certain groups on those campuses,

They are 
going to starve if help does hot 
arrive from somewhere. This Is true 
for Yugoslavia, Greece, Italy, and 
to a lesseir e^^tent in France, Poland 
and Belgium, as well as Holland. 
' In Germany the iltuation ls not 
at bad tor the simple reaion that 
the Nazis had storaged all the goods 
from the occupied countries in Ger- 
many. That Is why Germans are 
better ted, and look more elegant 
than the rest of the Europeans. 

As Mr. Osborne pointed out it is 
ol utmost Importance to save the 
children. . I think that when | sa.y 
that there are In Yugoslavia about 
800.000 orphaned children, no com- 
mentary Is needed. Thank you

uronomic Causes 
Of World Conflict 

Political Economy Club 
Heàrs Noted Professor 
At Second Meeting 



"Economic depressions produce 
an environment in which war cçn 
easily be bred," said Dr. Benjamin 
Higgins, Bronfman Professor of 
Economics, in an address to the 
members of the Political Economy 
Club at a meeting held last night 
in the Union. 

Professor Higgins spoke on the 
economic causes of war and point- 
ed out that the economic causes 
could not be separated from social, 
historical and psychological fact 
ors. 

The meeting, the second of the 
year for the group, was attended 
by 40 students and according to 
Mike Breecher, President of the 
Club, a schedule of speakers has 
been tentatively arranged tor meet 
ings until Chrlstmas^time.^^ 
PROPER PLMINING 

Dr. Higgins clearly emphasized 
the need for proper economic plan- 
ning and pointed that much as the 
allied world were loath to admit 
It, the Nazi was a top-flight group 
of economic planners. 

"Another depression, like the lost 
one, would make the prospects for 
permanent peace exceedingly dim," 
said the speaker, "and we as Can 
adians' should be particularly in- 
terested in preserving peace since 
Canada may well be the next bat 
tleground." 

In the first part of his address, 
Dr. Higgins gave a detailed analy- 
sis ot the Marxian views of the 
causation of war and pointed out 
that they were invalidated if free 
trade, open immigration, and op 
portunity for investment were pres- 
ent.. 

After the address, the floor was 
thrown open for discussion and 
those present were given a chance 
of asking the speaker various ques- 
tions on the subject 
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raddi and the motion pictures as 
media of expression. 

While the speaker pointed out 
that a state controls the ideals of 
man, he criticized Russian Gov- 
ernment "with the greatest esteem' 
since it's anagonlstic '^to freedom 
ot the human souL He pointed out 
that many others' prohibited free 
dom ot expression. For example th 
United States in the field of liter 
ature and motion pictures. 

Twenty-tive hundred to 17,000 
newspapers has been the literary 
decrease in the United States, dur 
ing the last decade while the popu 
lation has Increased, aiid newspa 
pers have decreased.
